FILE LIGHT PROPOSAL

City Council Satisfied With Present
Arrangement—England's Resig.
nation Accepted,

Hontine maitters occupied the at-
tenticn of the city councll] last Thurs-
day ¢vening. A most important doe-
umernt, full texp of which s published
in another column, was Lthe report of
Recaorder Hurt relative to the check-
Ing up of water usage throughout the
city¥. The report showed an addition
of over $1,600 in receipts over those
of last yeur. Report of the city park
commission, covering a perlod of six
weeks, was read and accepted, The
report showed an immense amount
of work accomplished during the
period covered. On account of the

recent resignation of Mrs, Meikle as|

a member of the park board, the
mavor named Louls Werth to fill the
vacaney.
however, asked that the appointment
be held in abeyance for the present,

tfor ressons that he did not at that

time wish to divulge, and the request
was granted.

The resignation of Councllman
England was aceepted. Mr. England
stated that he would not, after July
1, be & freeholder in Ashland and
consequently would be ineligibie for
the position, having recently traded
his holdings here for outside prop-
erty, which would require much of
his attention during the summer,

co-operation of the clty conneil in
the coming Fourth of July eelebration
wias evidenced by the allowance of
the committee's petitlon for full con-
irol of fhe streets and concessions
during the celebration. The petition
ilso ineluded the installation of addi-
tlonal Hghts in the park, the same to
remalin in use throuvghout Chautau-
qua, and the declaring of July 3, 4
and 5 as legal holidavs for the city.

The Californla-Oregon Power Come-
pany was lHghtly treated in the mat-

cter of their proposition to furnish

power for street lighting purposges at
the rate of % cent per candle power
per month, The praposition was or-
dered filed by the mayor, without a
protest on the part of eouncilmen.
The city general fund is now payving
the city lighting department at the
rite of 1% cents per candle power
per month, which Is on the same ba-
sis us formerly charged by the Sigkl-
You company,

Applications for the renting of the
rock crusher and roller were read
and brought out some discussion, It
wis stated that the erusher is at pres-
ent almost submerged with dirt and
thut it wonld be better aoff in use,
The matter was referred to the street
committes with power to act, The
petition of J. B, Hunter for surplus
water was placed on file, the mavor
expressing the apinion thet the conn-
cil had nothing todo with the mat-
for -

The committes of the whole report-
ed favorably on the matter of ex-
pending §O00 for the ralging of the
dam at the upper Intake. This im-
provement will be of much value to
the water+and light depariments, as
the  buprovement contemplates a
rilse of two or three feet. The elec-
trie light commities reported in the
matter of the praopogition of Martin
livothers to =ell to the city 40 acres
of land where the power honse
stands, dismisging the proposition
summarily with the assertion that
the city already had good title to the
lnnd.

Ira Showdy, O_ ), Stone and B, J
Arant were named as viewers in sew-
er district No, 17, The matter ,of
sewer connections on Granite street
was referred to the sewer comnmittlee,
it being stated that a number of
property owners hayve not complied
with the conditions of the ordinance
compelling connection.,

K. J. Arant appeared before the |

council with a verbal protest against

the building of a barn in his neigh- |

borhood contrary to the ordinance.
It was brought ont that a permit was
granted for this barn about seven
vears ago, before the present ordi-

nance governing barns was enacted, !

HYDROPLANE TRIP MADE,

Chrvistofferson,  Portland
Makes Successful Trial,

Vancouver Barracks, Wash The

first hydroplane filght in this section
of the northwest was made here last
Waodnesday by Siles Christofferson,
who achieved fame recently hy flving
from the top of & hotel in Portland
to the artillery drill grounds herve In
12 minutes, The fllght was a com-
plete suceess, and  Christofferson
proved that he could handle his craft
as easlly as though the pontoon was
not attached,
v The aeroplane, the same one used
in making the  flight from Hotel
Multnomah, was lunded on the shore
of & body of water east of the mill-
tary reservation, where it was lald
on the pontoon, 16 feet long and 26
inches squure. On the end of each
lower plane was fastened a floater to
keep the tips out of wuler In case
the machine dipped.

The engine was started and In less
than 250 feet the hydroplane rose
evenly into the alr. Christofferson
made a clireuit and came to the water
enslly and smoothly,
opsier to allght on the surface of
water than on land with & machine,
It Is probable that Christofferson will
make flights in Portland during the
Elks convention,
